LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES PASSED AT THE SE* 
CON D SESSION OF THE TWENTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 


[Public— N o, 27.] 

AN ACT making appropriations for prevent- 
ing and suppressing: Indian hostilities for the 
year eighteen hundred and thirty eight, and 
for arrearages for the year eighteen hundred 
and thirty* seven. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- j 
resen tatives of the United Stales of America in ! 
Congress assembled % That the following suras be, ! 
and the same are hereby, appropritaed , out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro* 
printed, to defray the expenses which have been 
or may be incurred, in preventing or suppress- 
ing the hostilities of any Indians, in the year 
eighteen hundred and thirty eight; to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, conformably to the acts of Congress of 
the nineteenth of March and the second of J uly, 
eighteen hundred and thirty-six, and of ihe 
acts therein referred to; and for arrearages of j 
the same for the year eighteen hundred and ; 
thirty-seven : 

For forage for the horses of I he dragoons, vol- 1 
unteers, officer*, and in the service of the trains, I 
four hundred thousand dollars. 

For freight or transportation of military sup- 
plies sent into Florida and the Cherokee coun- 
try, three hundred and fifty thousand dollars; 

For wagons, carts, ambulances, and harness, 
and for boats and lighters, one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars; 

For transportation of supplies from the print 
cipal depots to the points of consumption, inn 
eluding the hire of steamboats and other vessels, 
and the expense of public steamers and trans- 
port schooners, seven hundred thousand dollars ; 

For the hire of a corps of mechanics, labor- 
ers, mule drivers, teamsters, wagon- masters and 
other assistants, two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars; 

For transportation and other expenses of four 
thousand volunteers, one hundred thousand dol- 
lars; 

For miscellaneous and contingent charges of 
all kinds, not embraced under the foregoing 
heads, seven hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars; 

For drafts lying over, and .arrearages for ser- 
vices and supplies in Florida and the Cherokee 
country, one million, forty-eight thousand six 
hundred dollars; 

For pay of four thousand volunteers, for the 
year eighteen hundred and thirty eight, inclu- 
ding one hundred and fifty-three thousand four 
hundred and fifteen dollars, arrearages for eigh- 
teen hundred and thirty seven, one million four 
hundred and sixteen thousand two hundred and 
fifty dollars and thirty-two cents. 

For subsistence for militia, volunteers, and 
friendly Indians, three hundred and sixty-five 
thousand and forty dollars: 

For the purchase of powder and other mate* 
rials for cartridges, together with the repairs of 
gun-carriages, small-arms, and accoutrements, 
thirty-five thousand dollars; 

For tents, knapsacks, and other supplies fur- 
nished by the clothing bureau, twenty thousand 
six hundred and severity -seven dollars and 
fifty-six cents* 

For correcting an error in paying the Indians 
employed in the public service in Florida, sev- 
en thousand seven hundred and seventy-five 
dollars and fifty-three cents. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the fur* 
ther sum of one million forty-seven thousand and 
sixty-seven dollars be appiopriated out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, in full, for all objects specified in the 
third article of the supplementary articles of 
the treaty of eighteen hundred and thirty-five, 
between the United States and the Cherokee 
Indians, and for the further object of aiding in 
the subsistence of said Indians for one yeai af- 
ter their removal west. Provided, That no part 
of the said sum of money shall be deducted 
from the five millions stipulated to be paid to 
raid tribe of Indians by said treaty : And pro- 
vided^ further , That the said Indians shall le- 
ceive no benefit from the said appropriation, 
unless they shall complete their emigration 
within such time as the president shall deem 
reasonable, and without coercion on the part 
ol the Government. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That, for 
satisfying all claims lor arrearages of annuities, 
for supplying blankets and other articles of 
clothing for the Cnerokees who are not able to 
supply themselves, and which may be necessa- 
ry for their comfortable removal, and for medi- 
cines and medical assistance, and for such oth- 
er purposes as the President shall deem proper 
to facilitate the removal of the Cherokees, one 
hundred thousand dollars be appropriated out 
of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated.

AN ACT to secure the payment of certain 
commissions on duty bonds to collectors of 
customs 

Be it enacted by Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United Stales of America in 
Congress assembled , That, on all bonds for du- 
ties, taken by any collector of the customs, the 
payment whereof has been at any time post- 
poned by virtue of “An act authorizing a fur* 
ther postponement of payment upon duty 
bonds, 1 ’ passed on the sixteenth day of October 
last, the collectors who took said bonds, res- 
pectively, or their legal representatives, shall 
be allowed by the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury, and entitled to receive the same commis- 
sions, whenever and ns fust as the sums seemed 
by such bonds shall be paid into the Treasury, 
as they would respectively have been entitled 
to be allowed and receive had the said bonds 
been paid at maturity and without such post- 
ponement; and no part of such commissions 
shall he claimed by or allowed to the successor 
in office of any such collector, in any case in 
which such successor would not have beerKcri- 
titled by law to a portion thereof, if such post- 
ponement of the payment of said'bonds had not 
taken place: Provided, That nothing in thi* act 
shall be so construed as to give to any collect- 
or of the customs, or to the representatives of 


any such collector, a sum greater than the 
compensation he would have been entitled to 
receive in case the law therein referred to, for 
the suspension of payment upon revenue bonds, 
had not been passed, and the said commissions 
had been paid to the collector, to whom the 
same are hereby given, during his continuance 
in office, and at the first maturity of the said 
bonds.

AN ACT to create the office of Surveyor of 
Public Lands in the Wisconsin Territory. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rej)- 
rcsentatives of the United States of America, in 
i Congress assembled , That a Surveyor for the 
I I erntory of Wisconsin shall be appointed, who 
, shall have the same authority, and perform the 
same duties respecting the public lands and 
private land claims in the Territory of Wiscon- 
sin, as are now vested in and required of the sur* 
veyor of the ladds of the United States in Ohio. 

| Sf.c.2. And be it farther enacted , That it 

shall be the duty of the Surveyor for Ohio to de- 
liver to the Surveyor for Wisconsin Territory, 
all the maps, papers, records, and documents 
j relating to the public lands and private land 
i claims in the said Territory of Wisconsin, which 
may be in his office; and in every case where 
jit shall be impracticable to make a separation 
of such maps, papers, records and documents, 
wirhout injury, it shall be his duty to cause 
copies thereof, certified by him, to be furnished 
to the Surveyor of W itoousin Territory ; which 
copies shall be of the same validity as the ori- 
ginals. And (he Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to cause the expense attend- 
ing the transfer of the records to be paid out of 
the appropriation for surveying the public 
lands. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That the 
iSurveyor foi Wisconsin Territory, to be ap- 
j pointed in pursuance of this acf, shall establish 
j his office at the town of Du Buque, in the Ter- 
ritory of Wisconsin ; and that he shall be allow- 
ed an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars, 
to commence at such period as his office shall 
be in readiness for operation; and he shall be 
i authorised to employ one draughtsman and 
clerk, whose aggregate compensation shall not 
exceed sixteen hundred dollars per annum. — 
He shall also be allowed the sum of three hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per annum for office lent, 
fuel, and other incidental expenses of his office ; 

I to be paid out ol the moneys appropriated for 
surveying the public lands. 

Approved, June 12, 1838. 

[Public. — N o. 30.] 

AN ACT to establish two additional land offi 
ers in the part of Wisconsiu Territory west 
ol the river Mississippi. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United State* of America in 
Congress assembled , That for the sale of the 
public lands in that part of ihe Territory o 
VV isconsin, situate west of the river Mississip- 
pi, two land districts are hereby created; 
one of which comprising all the lands south of 
the east and west line which forms the north 
ern boundary of the township adjoining to, and 
immediately south of, the township in which 
the town ol Davenport is situate, shall be called 
the De* Moins land district, the land office for 
which shall be established at the town of Bur- 
lington ; and the other district, comprising the 
lands north ol the said east and west line, shall 
be called the Du Buque land district, the office 
lor which shall be established at the town of 
Du Buque. 

1 Sec 2. And be it Jurlhcr enacted , That the 
President be, and he is hereby, authorized to ap- 
point, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, a register and receiver of public 
moneys for each of the said districts, and who 
■hall, respectively, be required to reside at 
| the siie of their offices, and have the same pow- 
ers, perform the same duties, and be entitled 
to the same compensation, as are or maybe 
(prescribed by law in relation to the other land 
offices of the United States. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That the 
President is aulhoiized to cause the public 
lauds in the said districts, with the exception 
of section numbered sixteen in each township, 
reserved lor the use of schools, or such other 
lands as may by law be selected in lieu thereof, 
and of such other tracts as he may select for 
military or other purposes, to be exposed to 
sale in the same manner, and upon the same 
terms and conditions, as the other public land* 
of the United States. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That when 
ever the President may deem it expedient, he 
is hereby authorized to icinove the *aid land 
offices to such other places within those district* 
as he may judge proper 
Approved, June 12, 1838. 

[Public.— N o. 31.] 

AN ACT to ascertain and designate the boun 
dary line between the State of Michigan and 
the Territory of Wisconsin. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled , That the Surveyor General 
of the Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and Wisconsin 
land district, under the direction of the Presi- 
dent of the United Stales, be, and lie is hereby 
j authorized and required to cause to be survey* 
led, marked, and designated, the boundary line 
(between the State of Michigan and the Terri- 
tory of Wisconsin, agreeably to the boundary 
as established by the act entitled “An act to 
establish the northern boundary line of the state 
of Ohio, and to provide for the admission of the 
l-Stateof Michigan into the Union, upen the 
j conditions therein expressed, “approved June 
fifteenth, eighteen hundred and thirty six ; and 
to cause to be made a plait or plan of the boun- 
dary between the said State of Michigan and 
the said Tenitory of Wisconsin, and return the 
same to Congress at its next session, and that 
the sum of three thousand dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated to carry into ef- 
fect this act: Provided , That the whole ex- 
pense of surveying, marking and designating 
the said boundary line shall not exceed that 
sum. 

Approved, June 12th, 1838. 

[ Rf.solution — No. 5. — Public.] 
RESOLUTION to disapprove and disaffirm an 
act of the Legislative Council of the Wis- 
consin Territory chartering a bank. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United Stales of America in 
Cotigress assembled, That Congress do hereby 
dis«ent from, disapprove, and disaffirm the act 
of the Legislative Council of Wisconsin, enti* 
tied “An act to incorpoiale the ^stockholders 
ol the Stale Bank of Wisconsin, at Prairie du 
Chien,” a copy of which said act has, during 
the present session ol Congress, been presented 
for its action, and for confirmation or disappro- 
val; and the said act of the Legislative C'oun 
cil of the said Territory is hereby declared to 
be null and void, and to have no force oi effect 
whatsoever as a law of said Territory. 
Approved, June 12th, 1838.

Restrictions of the United States Bank- 
Charter. — The speculative operations 
ol the United States Bank have led many 
people to suppose that it was authorised 
by its charter to be a merchant. We 
publish a section of the charter, which 
is explicit on this point. It will be seen 
that it prohibits the bank, in the most 
positive terms, not only from being a 
dealer in goods on its own account, but 
Irotn being a commission merchant and 
making advances on goods consigned lor 
sale. It is required to confine itself to 
the business ol banking: though it is al- 
lowed to take assignment of goods as se- 
curity, and of course to sell them if the 
money is not returned according to con- 
tract. Nothing can he more plain than 
that all the great cotton operations of 
the bank are in the most direct violation 
of its charter, whichsoever shape they 
may have taken. Furthermore, — how 
was it that it was announced some weeks 
ago, in praise of the bank, that it had 
subscribed a million to a loan of one of 
the western Stales? That too, it will be 
seen, was a transaction most especially 
forbidden by the charter. The restric- 
tions which the charter imposes, every 
sound financier and political economist 
will say were right; and that the charter 
would have been an exceedingly improp- 
er thing if it had conferred on a great 
corporation the peculiar privileges of a 
bank, and then authorised it to use those 
powers, not as a bank and for banking 
purposes, but as a merchant and broker: 
not to facilitate the operations of busi- 
ness men, but to rival them and drive 
them out of the market. The following 
is the article — 

Art. V. The lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments which it shall be lawful 
for the said corporation to hold, shall he 
only such as shall be requisite for its im- 
mediate accommodation in transacting 
its business, and such as shall have been 
bonafide mortgaged to it by way of secur- 
ity, or conveyed to it in satisfaction of 
debts previously contracted in the course 
of i s dealings, or purchased at sales up- 
on judgments which shall have been ob- 
tained for such debts, or purchased for 
the pnrpose of securing such debts. The 
said corporation shall not directly nor in- 
directly deal or trade in any thing ex- 
cept bills of exchange, gold and silver 
bullion, or in the sale of goods really 
and truly pledged for money lent, and 
not redeemed in due time, or goods 
which shall be the proceeds of its lands. 
Neither shall it make any loan to any 
foreign prince or state, unless previous- 
ly authorised by law. The said corpo- 
ration shall not be at liberty' to purchase 
any stock whatever, except their own 
stock, Treasury notes, or public stock 
created by the Government of the Unit- 
ed -tales, or of this Slate, or stock of or 
loans to any of the incorporated compa- 
nies of this State for the construction and 
improvement of roads, bridges, canal or 
inland navigation, or other stock which 
inav be bonafide pledged as security for 
debts to the bank and not duly redeem- 
ed.”

FURTHER PARTICULARS OF THE 

LOSS OF THE STEAMBOAT PU- 
LASKI, ON THE NIGHT OF THE 

14th JUNE. 

We think it highly important to state 
in the first place, that gentlemen of un- 
questionable character and judgment 
concur in saying the latal explosion was 
caused bv gross negligence on the part 
of those who had the direction of the 
machinery. Solomon, a black waiter on 
board, who had once been a fireman, 
states — that a little after 11 o’clock, as 
he turned from the fire room, lie heard 
the 2d Engineer, who was or. duty, turn ] 
the water-cock, ami fiom the shrill whis- 
tle which ensued, ho knew that ihe wa- 
ter had gntie n loo low, und that there was 
imminent danger. 

Mr. Coopei, Mr. Lovejoy and others, 
give it us their opinion, that the blow- 
cock had been negligently left open — 
that the boilers had been emptied —which 
alarmed the Engineer and caused him, 
in his fright, to (ill them suddenly with 
fresh water. The boiler being heated 
lo redness, this body of water was in’ 
s'an'ly converted into steam with an ex- 
pansive force which the sides ot the boil- 
er were loo feeble to resist. It is further 
positively slated that during the whole 
passage, within twenty minutes of the 
catastrophe, the steam gunge-cock indi- 
cated from 27 to 29 inches of steam. 
The facts which immediately followed 
are given correctly by Hibbert, as pub- 
lished in our extra of the 18th, until it 
reaches Ihe statement of the oinking. 
This was not the case, but she parted 
into three pieces. 

In the breaking up, the whole boat 
went under water, but upon the separa- 
tion of the keel from the upper part of 
the boat, the bow and stern emerged 
again. Very shortly after the forward 
portion of the stern was depressed be- 
neath the water, and the hinder portion 
elevated into the air, upon the highest 
portion of which were from 50 to 60 per- 
sons, more than two-thirds of whom 
were ladies and children. This contin- 
ued within the view of those passengers 
upon the bow of the boat, (from whom 
tins statement is mado,) about one hour, 
when it entirely disappeared. The keel, 
after its separation, came to the surface 
bottom upwards, when it floated in im- 
mediate contact with the bow for a half 
hour, when it was seen no more. There 
was no one upon this fragment. 

YVe will now proceed to speak ot the 
bow and the fate of those whom it con- 
tained. Upon this portion of the wreck 
there were originally 18. All immedi- 
ately proceeded to lighten their fragment,! 
by throwing into the sea every thing not! 
necessary to secure salvation, which gave 
it greator buyancy. On Friday about 
12 o’clock, while floating upon the ocean, 
two sails were seen, one in a north eas- 
terly direction, and ihe other in a south 
westerly direction, about 5 or 6 miles 
distant. On Saturday morning early, a 
portion of the wreck was disenverd about 
five miles distant, with a small sail and 
flag fly ing; this remnant made a suc- 
cessful attempt to reach those upon the 
bow, whom they joined about noon. They 
were five males; they attached them- 
selves immediately to their fellow suffer- 
ers upon the bow, whose number they 
swelled to 23, and abandoned their raft. 

The 23 then proceeded to erect a jury 
mast, upon which a square sail was hois- 
ted — the wind continuing to blow S. 
E. in which quarter it had been ever 
since the wreck,) they were blown to- 
wards land, which became visibleabout 
4 o’clock P. M. At sunset quite a strip 
of laird was seen, and trees discovered. 
The night was passed without any ma-l 
terial change, and on Sunday morning, 
upon the occasional lifting of fog, land 
was quite appare i about three or four 
miles off, which they continued to ap- 
proach until they got within half a mile. 
The wind, which had been gradually 
coming round, settled down to N. E. »- 
bout 11 o’clock, which blew the wreck 
along tho coast, about the same distance] 
from land during the day. 

The wind gradually increased in vio- 
lence, and the rain poured dowu during 
the whole of Sunday, until 5 o’clock, 
when it became calm and the rain ceased. 
On that night the wind came out from 
the N. VV. On Monday it wasclearand 
quite calm. At 12 thatdav the wind blew 
a light breeze frnmibe S. VV. 

About 4 .’clock, f>ur vessels passed 
within three miles steering East. 

On Tuesday m >rning about sunri-e 
the Schr. Henry Cumerdon, Capt Davis, 
was seen about 5 miles off in an Easterly 
direction. She continued to near within 
3 miles, when the exuausted sufferers 
were discovered ; she then immediately 
squared sails and bore down to the wreck, 
which she spoke about half past 8 o’- 
clock A. M. She then passed by, and 
anchored within a short disumce, Capt. 
Davis lowered his boats immediately and 
succeeded in transferring the whole of ihe 
sufferers to his vessel, where every pro- 
per comfort, at his command, was hu- 
manely furnished these unfortunate be- 
ings. Intelligence was given by these 
that they had seen another portion of the 
wre.ck during the whole of the proceed- 
ing day, and early that morning. 

Tho Capt. immediately bore down in 
tho direction designated (easterly) and 
in about an hour came up to it ; from this 
he had the gratification of rescuing Mrs. 
Noah Smith and Aliss Rebecca Lamar, 
Chas. Lamar, two gentlemen and two 
negro women, in an exhausted and worn 
out condition. This work of humaniiy 
being finished, Capt. Davis bare away 
immediately for Wilmington, where 
he arrived about 7 o’clock on Tuesday, 
P. M. — To attempt to describe the feel, 
ings of these 30 persons, towards thoir 


preserver, Capt. Davis — the sympathy 
of the crowd assembled at landing — or 
the mingled emotions of those compan- 
ions in misery who had been separated, 
in misery who had been separated, and 
here again met in safety, though in suf- 
fering — time does not allow, nor is hu- 
man language adequate. We can only 
add that 59 souls in all have escaped a 
watery grave, of whom 48 have already 
arrived at this community, all of whom 
it is hoped and believed will be restored 
to their anxious friends. 

P. S. Since writing the above we re- 
ceived the following additional intelli- 
gence. 

13 persons saved, among them Mr. 
Lamar. They reached shore near New 
River Inlet. Mr. Lamar and several 
others came ashore in a boat; (he others 
on fragments of the wreck. Five are 
said lo be near town. 12 miles. All are 
said to be likelv to live — Two of whom 
have jhst arrived, — Samuel Brylev, Tal- 
bot, County, Md. and Owen Gallagher.

Sir — I hasten to transmit you the fol- 
lowing slip, containing the latest foreign 
intelligence, the must important of which 
the account of Capt. Bently, whom the 
papers represent as having just arrived 
in London, after sustaining i be loss ot 
bis vessel and cargo, and suffering great 
extiemities in the North during the win- 
ter. 

Awful Eruption of Skaptar Yokul — Dis- 
appearance of the Island! 

No event which has fallen lo the lot 
ol the chronubigisl to record, is fraught 
with a more dreadful interest than the 
one described below. No catastrophe 
ever happened, which was calculated lo 
inspire the reader, and more especially 
the beholder, wth so awful a sense nflhe 
wonderful power of the unknown ele- 
ments that rage in all their convulsive 
energy, within ihe recesses of the earth 
we inhabit. 

Description of the catastrophe of Skaptar Yokul, 
by Cupt. S. R. Be nil}/ of the schr. Falerio; 
from the London Chronicle of Jlpril '.id. 

We set sail from Bergen on the 12lh 
of November, having exchanged our car- 
go and repaired our vessel, with a fair 
wind and an open sky, but when we had 
made about fifteen leagues, we were 
struck by a violent storm from the west- 
ward, which lasted five da\s, and it de- 
manded ali our exertions to avoid the 
rocky shores of Norway. On the 18ih, 
at sunset, the storm subsided, and we 
found ourselves in lal. 65 deg. 45 min. 
and long. 2 deg. 59 min. E., about in a 


line between the Laft’alen and Faroe 
Isles. The wind then shifted N. E. l>y N.; 
taking advantage of this we held our 
course westward seven days and nights, 
seldom changing sail. On the 25. h, at 
about half past 1, P. M., Monsieur G. 
Polier, a French gentlemen of some sci- 
entific attainments, and passenger lo 
London, directed my attention to singu- 
r appearances in the sky, which he 
thought indicative of a squall. The clouds 
which darkened the horizon, along the 
N N W had a different appearance from 
any thing I had before witnessed, and 
while viewing them with some doubt, I 
observed in the air, something having the 
appearance ot line soot, which in the 
course of an hour began to fall upon the 
deck, and in a short time collected in con- 
siderable quantities in the folds of a sail, 
which was spread to catch it. The cir- 
cumstance excited the greatest appre 1 
hension among our sailors, and all on 
board. Though frequently appealed lo, j 
I ventured no definite opinion, until about 
4 o’clock, when by reference to my in- 
struments, I found that we neared tho 
coast of Iceland, and was satisfied that 
the phenomenon was owing to a volcanic 
eruption. In about half an hour our at- 
tention was arrested by columns of flame 
which occasionally lighted the horizon 
and became every moment more terrific. 
At last the coast appeared like a dark,! 
spot upon the horizon, frequently tllu- ] 
mined by flashes of light. By this lime 
the ashes had become so deep that \ e 
were obliged to clear the decks with shov. 
els, and the shower every moment in- 
creasing. YVe held our course till 8 o’- 
clock in the evening, when of a sudden 
the waters around us appeared in the 
greatest convulsion, the surges were bro- 
ken to pieces, and the surface assumed 
he appearance of a boiling cauldron, 
ihe wind lulled and the sails nung by 
the mast as if wilted in ihe sun. Thus 
we remained in awful suspense; not u | 
word was spoken — all seemed to gaze 
upon a scene to which they were equally 
strangers. 

YVnile in this state of anxiety, of a 
suJden there burst forth a shaft of flame 
accompanied by a noise equal to the uni- 
ted voice of ten thunders, revealing the 
heaving sides of Skaptar Yokul ! In a mo ] 
ment afer, the mountain was literally j 
rent to pieces! Awful fissures from its 
summit to its base, permitted us to gaze i 
into the very bowels of the earth! Floods 
of lava poured down its sides like nioul- 
ten iron; noises the most terrific startled 
the earth, air, and sea! rocks of many 
tons weight shot into the sky and fell 
seething in o the water with a plunge that 
was truly appalling: stones frequently 
fell upon the vessel, and all were in ex- 
pectation of destruction ; one poor negro 
was literally dashed to pieces by a falling 
rock of five lbs. weigh). The lava con- 
tinued to pour from the craters till the 
country as far as ihe eye could reach, 
was one boiling flood of molten stone! 
No one can imagine the horrid grandeur 
of the scene; all the elements seemed to 
have broken their boundaries and united 
their dreadful energies in the production 
of one terrible disaster. YVhile we re. 
fleeted that thousands of our fellow beings 
were overwhelmed with burning death, 
we could not be indifferent to our own 


situation; and it was with feelings of re- 
lief that we saw our vessel of a sudden 
laboring with a heavy gale that struck 
her, from the westward with a force that 
threatened to sweep our decks, as it bore 
us away from dangers so terrible, to 
struirgle with those to which we were 
more accustomed. The gale pushed us I 
before it with unprecedented velocity,! 
till day break, carrying away a sail and 
doing much injury a the rigging. At sun- 
rise it slackened, ”>nt we continued to 
scud at a rapid rat. .il about ten o’clock, 
when we w ere borne against the wind by 
a strong westward current. 

Tli is circumstance filled us all with 
alarm, for having icst our points we. im- 
mediately concluded that we must be 
wiihin tbedraugl he Maelstrom! — 
These apprehensi .. nuwever, subsided 
when we discovered that we held a di- 
rect course. About 3 P M. tho wind 
shifted and blowing nearly astern, we 
made 16 nois per hour. About 2 A. M. 
we had found that we bad left the cur 
rent, and at sunrise took altitudes for dis- 
covering our location. YV hat was our 
surprise on finding our latitude 67 N. by 
longitude 29 deg. and 32m. YY'.. the pre- 
cise latitude mu' longitude of Iceland!] 
1 he awful idea t -n flashed upon us that 
the whole Island d sunk! A few more 
observations convinced Us of the truth 
of ourapprehenst.il t The whole Island, 
nearly equal to Lit, in size, with up- 
wards of 50, 000 i lit ants, on that same 

awful night, in w.uch our vessel lav be- 
fore it, it was sunk in the deep, and the 
last prayers of so many distracted wretch 
es, were hushed in the scalding waves 
that closed over that illfated Island! — 
Thus is a tuition buried in a single night, 
and the mariner has a highway over his 
grave.

Reported Re-call of Lord Durham . — 
The Rochester Democrat announces the 
re call of Lord Durham, as if confident 
of the truth of what it says. The in- 
telligence, however, is doubted in New 
York. Tile Democrat contains two let- 
ters relative to the matter, of which one 
is subjoined: 

Extract of a letter, dated 

Toronto, June 20. 

The most important item of news 
which is now circulating in town is no 
less than the re-call of Lord Durham. 
The Selkirk family claims jurisdiction 
over all the Provinces by virtue of a dia- 
ler granted to the family many years 
ago. This charter has lain dormant 
until lately, and the family have not at- 
tempted to exercise authority except 
over some territories north of the Cana- 
das. Ho wever , the claim is so indispu- 
table that the Ministry has been obliged, 
on the warm remonstrances of the Earl, 
to re call Lord Durham. It was on this 
account that the 74 gun ship, (the Edin- 
burg) which had started for England, 
was bro ight back to Quebec. 

Although the news is quite public 
here, it has found admission into very 
few of the papers yet. 

His lordship does not sail, it is be- 
lieved, for a month or six weeks. He is 
said to have been excessively enraged, 
at the reception of ihe intimation of his 
re-call. How the government of the 
Canadas will in future be conducted, is 
an anxious question with many. Of 
course the wishes of Selkirk must be 
consulted. 

The Albany Argus speaks of the above 
as a hoax which certain wags have play- 
ed upon the Rochester Democrat. 

Hollidaysburg, June 19th, 1838. 
Great Flood — Destruction of Properly 

and loss of Life at Hollidaysburg. 

This place was visited this morning 
with a Flood which, for violence and 
destruction of property, far exceeds any 
ever witnessed in this part of the coun- 
try. 

It commenced raining last night about 
1 1 o’clock, and continued to pour an nn- 
interiupted torrent until nbout 4, when 
the waters of Juniata were found to be 
rising with fearful rapidity. The arches 
of ihe viaduct were soon found insuffi- 
cient to allow the passage of the flood, 
and the whole of Gusport was soon un- 
der water, the turnpike presenting a 
continued sheet of water, with the rail 
road for its bank, for half a mile. The 
water continued to rise until it was 4 or 
;> feet deep in the lower stories, and ihe 
inhabitants were compelled to seek safety 
up stairs. Mr. Barrask, wife, and two 
children and servant girl, left their 
house and attempted to escape. Mrs. 
B. and the children were drowned, and 
Mr. B. and the girl narrowly escaped. 
Other lives are said to have been lost, 
but no bodies have been recovered since 
those of Mrs. Barask and the two chil- 
dren. 

The waves had now risen to the top 
of the viaduct, and were flowing com- 
pletely over the railroad below it. The 
s'ore of Messrs. Culbertson &, Chambers, 
standing between the bridge and viaduct, 
■Was carried entirely away, nothing be- 
iilg let t of it but the floor, which lodged 
jon the lop ot the viaduct. 

I he waves at length forced breaches 
ip the rail road holween the viaduct and 
weigh scales, through which the waters 
now forced their way, carrying with it 
one of Dougherty’s triple boats, which 
was standing on the road, and now lies 
high and dry in a neighboring field. This 
additional outlet lowered the waters at 
the viaduct and on the rail road below. 
About 6 o’clock the waters began to fall, 
and disclose the damage they had been 
doing. 

I he R a i I^Rdhd is washed away in 
some pluc'es Entirely down to the origin- 
al soil, the stone blocks hanging to the 
i ail; in other places the earth and stone 
aye washed from around the blocks. 

I here are four breaches in the canal 
between tins and Franklin, and it will 
take some weeks to place it in order for 
j business again. The turnpike bridges 
are carried away, and from all parts of 
the country on the branches oft he Juni. 
ata we hear of saw-mills swept off, crops 
destroyed, tenors carried away, aud 
gardens demol.shed. 

Gaysport, and the bottom from thence 
to 1 1 ankstown, presents a scene of des- 
t ruction pitiable 10 look upon. 

Several canal boats are lying in tho 
woods ; at the dry-dock two houses wero 
swept away, (he families barely escaping 
wi h their lives. Hie feeder lo ihe c*nal 
is also 8 wept off; in short, a few hours 
has destroyed what will take the labor of 
hundreds of hands many days to res-* 
tore, 

Charles Hughes had his house, furni* 
ture, brickyard, 150 cords of wood, and 
all his spring work carried off, barely 
saving his family. An estimate of the 
whole amounts of loss cannot vet bo 
made. 
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Small Pox. The measures udopted by the 
county court it is hoped and believed will pre- 
vent the spread of this loathsome disease ; yet 
we still urge upon all to use the preventative of 
vaccination. We understand our physicians are 
now provided with genuine matter, and no time 
should be delayed in the use of it. At the hos- 
pital, at Mr. M’Ca lily’s, we learn there are 
now ten cases, one death only has occurred, 
and it is hoped no other case will terminte fa- 
tally. 

Shin Plasters. On Thursday last, the 
Lexington City Council burned $11,600 
of their tickets payable five y ears ufter 
date, which had been redeemed un- 
der the order noticed some weeks since 
in the Gazette. This course has placed 
the city ticke's on elevated ground 

Report speaks of the Turnpike Com- 
pany pursuing the same course; but as 
it has not been officially made known, 
the paper is entirely uncurrent, and can- 
not be put off at more than 50 cents to 
the dollar. 

Mr. A . Broad well, of Cynthiana, has 
requested, by advertisement in the Wes'- 
ern Visiter, that those holding his checks 
of 87 i cents, should not pass them, but 
send them home for payment, as there 
are man\ counterfeits of that denomina- 
tion, a9 well as 75 cents. 

Congress, in all probability adjourned 
on last Monday in conformity to a reso- 
lution which had passed both houses. — 
Mr. Wright’s bill of rwnoving the disabili- 
ties in receiving tlte notes of the banks 
which have emitted notes a less denomi- 
nation than $5, has, we understand pas- 
sed both houses. As this bill embraces 
the substance of Mr. Webster’s resolu- 
tion, we should suppose that all the sound 
banks would immediately resume the 
payment of specie for their notes, and 
those who fail ought to be looked on with 
n suspicious eye. In some parts of our 
State, we learn that the question of re- 
sumption or no. i resumption , is to be 
made a test at the ensuing election. —

Steam Boat and Stage Racing. — 
Whilst the loss of life and personal inju- 
ry, from the carclesness of stage drivers 
are in the several cases units, from the 
same causes on stenmbo ts they are 
tens and hundreds. The great destruc- 
tion of life by Steam Boat accidents, a- 
rouses the feelings of all, ahd Congress 
has been beseiged with petitions and me- 
morials on the subject. Yet the every- 
day business of overturning stages, 
whereby lives are lost and limbs broken, 
causes but little excitement. 

On Monday morning last, ns we are 
informed, two stages filled with passen 
gers, in a race, ran foul of each other in 
the streets of Versailles, and both were 
upset. We believe there were no lives 
lost, or limbs broken, yet several of the 
passengers received considerable injury. 

There needs no further legislation to 

put a stop to this stage racing, lie vy 
damages have been awarded by juries 
in all cases where suits have been insti- 
tuted, for damage sustained by the care- 
lesncss of drivers; and although the 
whips are not always able t>> pay the 
d tm tges, the proprietors of the lines gen- 
erally are, and the courts will hold them 
responsible. Then if a suit was brought, 
in every instance where damage was 
sustained by stage accidents, our word 
for it, those accidents would be less fre- 
quent. 

Mad Dogs. The Washington Pa. Kxamin- 
er says that, within ten days, one man and 
four children have been bitten by a mad dog 
near that town. 

Our old friend, Capt. John Fowler, hail his 
leg badly bitten on Friday last, on the street in 
this city, y-et we ha-e hundreds of dogs running 
at large ill onr streets. 

The Theatre. Although we have .eceived 
the polite attention of the Managers, the ex- 
cessive heat lias hitherto deprived us of the 
pleasure which we still anticipate to enjoy. 
Being unable to speak of the entertainments 
from actual observation, we can neverlhless 
say, that common fame speaks well of the 
concern. Indeed some who nre deemed good 
judges, say it is the most talented company 
who ever delighted a Lixington audience. 
When we recollect that Mrs. Drake, and Mis. 
Duff have been upon our boards but a short 
(time stnee, we should deem this a hold declara- 


tion. But we hope soon to judge for ourselves. 
We are gratified to hear that the houses are 
good. 


A New Orleans paper of the 23d stated that 
there were four cases of Yellow Fever in that 
city, one of which had terminated in death 
with black vomit. The Picayune of the 24th 
contradicts the statement ; and we have con- 
versed with a gentleman of high respectability, 
who left that city on (he 27th who says the 
disease did not exi»t up to that day. Yet the 
great and continued heat which has prevailed 
for a length of time, will, in all probability 
generate disease in that and other southern 
cities. 

Our own city of Lexington and the surround- 
ing county enjoys entire health, but there is 
some pressure ol the heat which has been in- 
tense — and our exchange papers speak of the 
hot weather in all parts of the union and in 
Canada . In New York many deaths occurred 
from imprudently drinking cold water. 

We were quite amused with the account given 
hy our neighbor of the Intelligencer, “on the 
heat.” “The sky” says the Intelligencer, “from 
morning to night, and even in the night, has 
fell like tiie walls of a heated oven.” 

Circumstances rendered it unavoidable that 
we should omit many articles intended for the 
last Gazette.

Just as our weekly edition was work 
ed off, and partly sent away, the follow- 
ing letter was politely furnished us by a 
gentleman of this city. We have also 
received a letter from a friend at Detroit, 
containing the same in substance. The 
report is also confirmed, by passengers 
direct from Detroit. The statement may 
be relied upon. 

Detroit, June 29, 1838. 
Yesterday a part of the Patriot forces 
to the number of five hundred crossed 
over at a place near Newport, on the St. 
Clair River, and were attacked by a par. 
jty of Tories and Indians whom they de- 
feated and maintained their ground, 
[where they intend to fortify, it being a 
strung point. A reinforcement from 
Malden went up upon the steamboat 
Thames and report is current that the 
I hames was taken by the Patriots and 
all on board made prisoners.- Five hun 
dred Indians have gone over, or soon 
will, who will be followed by one thous- 
and more. The descent upon Malden 
will probably he made to-night hy the 
refugees, J he fighting is making in 
the province as the Patriots, according 
to despatches are rallying to London, 
where a stand w ill be made and a junc- 
tion will he formed. Generul Ashley’s 
quarter’s flag, has been flying at llie Ex- 
change, in Detroit, until last night, when 
it disappeared probably for the west. — 
The United Stales authorities are more 
troublesome to the Patriots than the 
Canadians, having taken the sloop by 
which the Patriots crossed and towed 
her to Detroit. 


INTERESTING FROM THE CHEROKEE 
COUNTRY. 

We have been permitted to copy the! 
following letter from Maj. Gen. Scott , 1 
to his excellency, Gov. Cunnon. Ii con- 
tains the gratifying intelligence that the 
Tennessee volunteers are about being 
discharged, and may soon be looked for 
at borne : 

Head Quarters, Eastern Division, 
Cherokee Agency, Ju ic 22, 1838. 

Sir — I have much pleasure in saving 
to your excellency, that of the Cherokees 
who yet remained in the cauntry, on the 
24th ultimo, probably more thin three 
fouiths have already been collected for 
emigration by the troops under my com- 
mand. The other fourth, it is expected, 
will be collected in eight or ten days 
more. 

About 3,000 were sent off to the west, 
between the 1st and 17th inst., when, 
apprehending that the warm season 
might prove highly injurious to the In- 
dians, 1 was induced to suspend lurlher 
emigration until the first of Sept. next. 

In the mean time, I purpose to hold all 
the Indians yet to be emigrated, guarded 
by regular troops, at and around this 
place, Ross’ and Gunter’s landing. 

1 have the honor to he, with great res 
pcct, your excellency’s most ob’t serv’t.
